A CONTRAST. 


An Eastern paper says the recent an- 


niversary of our nation's birth brings 
to mind the wide difference between oar 
condition and that ol every nation in 
the Old "World It has well been said 
that the reign of force is dominant in 
Europe. No nation exists by the good 
will of its neighbors. Every one is 
suspicious of the intentions oi its rivals. 
Let one nation increase its armament, 
and it is a signal lot the others to enlist 
recruits for their armies and to add 
more ships to their navies. Hundreds 
of thousands of young men, who would 
gladly spend their energies in gainful 
employments, are. compelled to endure 
the drudgery of the camp and the re- 
strairn>f the fortress. War is possible 
at any moment, and even if it be long 
averted, there is a constant strain on 
the resources of every people. Burden- 
some taxation and wasteful expendi- 
ture impoverish almost every country. 


Russia constantly menaces the peace 


of Europe. The Tnrk is in perpetual 
dread of the Czar's seizure of Byzan- 
tium. The little provinces of the Bal- 
kans live in continual fear that the 
Muscovite will grasp their territories. 
Austria is exposed to invasion from the 
northern bear, and keeps her armies in 
constant preparation for the field. Ger- 
many keeps her eye fixed watchfully on 
France lest the Gaul seek to reclaim the 
provinces whereof be has been robbed, 
and France stands on guard lent the 
Teuton grasp other provinces. Great 
Britain strains every nerve to keep her 
Davy the mightiest in the world, that 
she may keep the sea a free highway 
for her to transport her forces to defend 
India against Russian invasion, and to 
protect her numerous colonies from 
seizure. Italy has dreams of her own, 
and recollects that her long territory 
renders her liable to assault from u 
hostile navaHoroe in the Mediterranean. 
She therefore summons thousands of 
her sons to the camp, and spends mill- 
ions of .dollars annually to enlarge her 
fleet. 


Now what one of these nations boasts 


of an overflowing treasury? Almost 
every one of them is weighed down by 
debts contracted in former wars, and, 


' between the interest it is compelled to 


pay and the millions expended for army 
and navy, dismisses all hope of paying 
old demands. How glaring the con- 
trast then between them and us in this 
respect! Last 
month 
our national 


revenue exceeded the expenses by the 
sum of almost seventeen millions of 
dollars. Twenty-five years ago, in the 
crisis of the rebellion there were capi- 
talists who refused to touch any of the 
government bonds. They had no faith 
that those bonds would eter be re- 
deemed. 
To-day, however, the gov- 


ernment cannot have the privilege of 
anticipating the payment of its liabili- 
ties save by paying an enormous bonus. 
The last bonds which the government 
baa the option of paying have just been 
called in, and financiers are burdened 
by misgivings lest the surplus swelling 
in the treasury cause a stringency in 
the money market. 


Our national prosperity is, to be sure, 


largely providential. Our political in- 
stitutions are beneficent, and free us 
from excessive expenses connected with 
royalty and aristocracy. 
Bat they are 


not the main reason for oar thrift. Our 
happy geographical position is our 
present security. 
We are three thou- 


sand miles away from the contentions 
of Europe. A ripple may throw all the 
nations of that continent into turmoil, 
but it would spend its force ere it could 
disturb our shores. A foreign fleet 
might indeed batter down New York, 
Boston or Baltimore, and cause an im- 
mense pecuniary loss to; our land, but 
no European army [could land on our 
shores. And so our people pursue un- 
disturbed the industry and spend but 
little for huge armies or vast fleets. 
And it adds to the felicity of our condi- 
tion that, while we are remote from 
troublesome neighbors, our territories 
•re so broad, our noil is so rich, our 
climate s4 genial, and the contour of 
onr land so favorable, that intercourse 
is easy and trade unfettered. Would 
that Europe might dismiss her jealous- 
ies, and enterprise, industry, peace and 
economy promote her thrift! 


How It is Progreaslnff and Wbftt la 


In Contemplation. 


AViSHiHGTON, July 15.—Major Powell, 


Director of the Geological Survey, has 
submitted to the Secretary of the Inter- 
ior the plan of operations for geological 
surveys for the present fiscal year. He 
proposes to continue the topograph- 
ical surveys now in progress. 
In an in- 


terview Powell said: 
"The geologic 


work will be carried on as heretofore, in 
various ports of the country; in New 
England, along the Atlantic Coast and 
through the Appalachian Mountain sys- 
tem; in the Lower Mississippi region, 
along the southern and western shores 
of Lake Superior; in the Bich Mount- 
ain region, in what promises to be im- 
portant 
coal, petroleum and natural 


gas fields in the near future; in Mon- 
tana, in the California gold belt, and in 
a half dozen other regions of interest 
from 
scientific and 
economic stand- 


points. 
In a portion of the Rocky 


Mountain region lying within Colorado, 
the work is among the most important 
of the institution, and during lust Sum- 
mer the Denver coal field was exhaus- 
tively investigated, and the report set- 
ting forth the extent in value of 
the coal will be prepared during the 
present Summer. 
In the Geyser re- 


gion of the Yellowstone Park the studies 
already begun will be continued during 
the present season. 
Mr. Becker has 


finished his investigation of the quick- 
silver deposits ol the Slope. 
He has 


not only made a thorough local study, 
but taken np the whole subject of quick- 
silver deposits of the globe, and visited 
those of the greatest importance, includ- 
ing the mines of New Almaden, Spain. 
His report upon this subject is about to 
go to press, but meantime his assistants 
have taken up the*nvestigation of au- 
riferous deposits of the gold belt skirt- 
ing the western base of the Sierras, in 
California." 


Scaudal at Grant! Rapiils. 


GBAND RAPIDS, Mich., July 15.—The 


whole city is literally torn up this even- 
ing by the arrest of General Louis W, 
Heath, a well-known citizen, on a war. 
rant issued by Robert J. Walker, of this 
city, charging him with alternating the 
affections of his wife. 
Walker claims 


that he discovered General Heath and 
Mrs. Walker in a compromising atti- 
tude in the office over Heath's store OB 
Fourth of July. The parties concerned 
have succeeded in keeping the matter 
out of the papers pretty well until to- 
day, when Walker commenced proceed- 
ing. 
"Walker claims damages to the 


amount of $10,000. All the parties con- 
cerned are well known and move in 
good society. 


IMMiS AKE PROPERITY. 


Allen G. Thurman declines to be the 


Democratic nominee for Governor of 
Ohio. He says; "The nomination for 
Governor would place me in a very awk- 
ward position, and would compel me to 
disappoint many well-meaning and true 
friends, for notwithstanding my own 
appreciation.of their friendship, and the 
kind expressions of confidence nnd good 
will from all, I should, in my present 
health, be compelled to decline, and 
that would injure me and perhaps the 
party.

who is well versed in political affairs of 
the Buckeye State, states that he hod 
positive ^information that John Sher- 
man is disgusted with the carryings-on 
of the party leaders at home, and that 
be has stated distinctly that unless the 
Toledo Convention on the 27tb indorses 
him as a candidate of the State of Ohio, 
and plainly and unequivocally, that he 
will positively refuse to allow his name 
to go before the National Convention 
next year. 


And Jake Undo May Kot Kill 


Them "Witbont Due Process of 
Law. 


The San Francisco Post says; 
The effect of the Pindex Act on the 


operations of the poundkeeper and his 
assistants on the "vag" dogs of this 
city was discussed among the legal au- 
thorities and officials around the Hew 
City Hall this morning. The opinions 
given were agreed on one point—viz, 
that dogs having been recognized as 
personal property for all purposes by 
the Pinder Act, the'Poundkeeper has no 
shadow of a right to kill, sell or other- 
wise dispose of any stray dog he may 
capture without preliminary process of 
law. This rule is absolute, and no mu- 
nicipal ordinance can by any possibility 
vacate or modify that principle. 
Hence, 


if Poundkeeper Lindo has killed or 
otherwise disposed" of any dog captured 
by his myrmidons since the passage of 
the Finder Act, he is liable to the own- 
ers of such dogs for the full amount of 
their -value. 


In the City and County Attorney's 


office it was learned that the previous 
act affecting dogs only seived one pur- 
pose—viz, the conviction of dog thieves. 
Dogs were not property except for that 
specific purpose under t be old not, but 
the effect of the last act is to put dogs 
on precisely the same plane as horses, 
cows, etc. 
Hence the Poundkeeper 


who ssizes u. stray dog cannot, under 
the constitutional provision affecting all 
personal property, dispose of that dog 
without some judicial action being se- 
cured in the case 
In the case of Hey 


Sing Jeck vs. John W. Anderson, (Cal- 
Keports LYII, p. 251) it is decided by 
the. Supreme Court that a statute pre- 
scribing a forfeiture of property without 
any^adjudication or process of law is un- 
constitutional. 
In that case the Leg- 


islature made the use of nets in fishing 
composed of two small meshes illegal, 
and declared such nets forfeited. 
The 


sale of the forfeited nets in the above 
case was held invalid,J,inasmuch as the 
Constable who sold the forfeited nets 
was no judicial officer, and the sale had 
been effected without due process of 
law. 
The whole matter is contained in 


the terse summary o^the subject by the 
Supreme Court: "Confiscations with- 
out a judicial hearing and jndgment,aft- 
er due notice, are void as not being due 
process of law." 
"Now," said a prom- 


inent lawyer in this connection, "as- 
suming that dogs are 
property the 


Poundkeeper has no more right to de- 
stroy the dogs, or his deputies to capture, 
than the constable in the above case 
had the right to deprive the Chinaman 
of his nets. 
If Mr. Lindo were H 


judicial 
officer, and pleadings .could 


be 
held 
De-fore 
him, the 
condi- 


tions might 
be 
materially altered, 


but as the 
law now stands I ap- 


prehend that no powers are vested in 
the Board of Supervisors or anyone else 
in the State to entitle Mr, Lindo to con- 
fiscate property."
